Which thing the Lord hath moſte notablic 
perfourmed euen the laft day vpon the French 
King, that valiantſouldiar of his, giaing vnto 
him moſthappie and fortunate ſucceffe againſt 
the Duke of Parma. V Vho albeit he be other- 
wiſe a man ofpuiſlanceand valor,yetthe Lord 
our God (bleſſed be his holie name therfore) 
10 manifeft to the; worlde, how muche his at- 
tempt in aiding the rebellious Leagyers, a- 
gainſt cheir Soueraighe Kinbeand liege Lord, 
dooth diſpleaſe him, he croffeth him in his ac- 
tions, and as itwere ſtandeth before him, and 
fighterh againſt him, ſometimes ftriking a ſud- 
daine terror and feare into his heart, with the 
reſt of his complices, and other-ſometimes 0- 
uerthrowing them altogither in their owne 
plats and dcuiles, according to the ſayeng of 
the Pſalmiſt , The wicked hath digged apitre 
for others, but is fallen into it himſelfe. 

But to come tothe matter, as it pleaſed god 
it fell out thus. 

The Duke of P«yms havingnowthe fecond 
or third time inuaded the kingdom: of Gm 
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with aptiſſantand mightic Armie, with' in- 
rent to aide the rebellious Leaguers, agaynſte 
theirlawtull Kinge, paſling the confines, and 

entring (as it were) into the bowelles of the 
Realme, approched with hisatmieneere vnto 
the Cyrtic K9ave, who beeing parſued by the 
King and hispeople, drew hiafelte farther off 
towardes Newhauen, and there hee iricamped 
himſclfe, raiſing moſt ſtrong Fortes, and erec- 
ting (as hee thought) trenches invincible for 
his owneand his touldicrs berrer defence: yea 
ſo ſtronglic had he intrenched himſelfe there, 
— ordinance, Baricadocs, and other mi- 
tarte munition of infinite varictie, that hee 
thought himſelfe not onelye able ro counter- 
uaile what ſtrength the king ſhould beable to 
bende againſl him, but alſo he ſuppoſed'him- 
ſelfe to be in cffe inexpugnable. | 
Butas the prophet Z{aias faith, there is ng 
wiſedome, there is no pollycie, there is no po- 
wer, nor _ againitthe Lord, nor againſt 
his annointed. | 
For the King by ſecret intelligences or ſpi- 
als, beeing aduertiſed ofthe Duke his procee- 
dings, and how ſtronglic he had fortified him 
ſeltein Trenches and bulwarks, with all poſſi 
ble ſpeed marched towardes'him, taking with 
bim ſucha competent number of horſemen, 
and footmen, as he thought ſufficientre with-

theday of indgementts ar hand,andas it were 
beforettiedotes. But although'the Lord out 
God hath and doth dayly as well by theſe 
ſignes and tokens abone named, and the like, 
as alfo by others of infnite varietic, ſummon vs 
tothe doome, and warneth vs to be alwaies 
readie and prepared , yet hath hee notin ante 
ape, nor to anie people, ſent a more fearefull, 
ſtrange, or woonderfull example (as it were a 
warning or- caueatto all the world) then rhis 
that followeth, the trueth whereof wis thus, 
"There is acertaine [land called Palme nere to 
the Ingenio of Tertia court , three leagues 
from the Citie, anda league anda halfe from 
the ſea fide, wherein.grewe a certaine moun- 
tain or hilof three hundred faddam inheight; 
atda league anda halfe incompaſſe , This 
mountaine or hill, the rg. of May beganne to 
butne, andſo continued ſhll burning till the 
29 of Tulie nextafterin moſttrange and fear- 
'-. Vpon"the top of which hill there ſeemed 
to be a'great caue or gulfe : whereatiſſued ont 

eatfAaines of fire; burning in ſuche forcible 
nd vehement mancr,as they raiſed vp wirhall 
and caſt foorth huge and mightie ſtones into 
theayre,flinging themypwith great violence, 
which ſtonesat the length deſcending downe 
againefoorth of the ayre » fell downe art the 
= foot 
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foote of the ſame hill. And yet notwithſtand. 
go itcontinually burned in this ſort, and 
forth infinite great and monſtrous ſtones, 
yettheſaid hill remained ſtill in all mens iudg- 
ments as biggeas it was before . The heate of 
which fire was ſuch,and ſo great thatthe inha- 
bitants thereabouts were ſore annoyed there, 
5 par their vineyards and their corn ſcor- 
and burnt vp thorow the rage and yyo- 
lence ofthe flames of fire that iſſued thereour. 
ory in this RES contioned yagi ne 29, - 
LJulicahour midnight, at which time the ſay 
A Kd i lo od ſhivered'in 
peeces; cauſed ſuch great cracks and roringes, 
as though it had thundered, or a hundred can- 
nons had beene ſhat off, tothe great terror of 
the hearers. | 9% tobe nc fil 
.- Itbeeing thus difſcueredand broken , con- 
tinued burning : Andburning (contrarye to 
the nature thereof before) conſumed and wa- 
ſed, till it came to beas it werea great coalc of 
fire, from which cole there ſeemed toaſcende 
and toriſe yppe into'the aire as it were great 
mountaines of ſmoke and ſparkles of fire, as 
bigge in appearanceas little barrels, and fo at 
thelaſte the whole mountaine conſumed and 
burned away. Fs | 
. There thed alſo foorth of the ſayd moun- 
taine (before it was conſumed) great ſtreames 
of water, burning like oile in the fire, and caſt- 
ng 
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ing vp woonderfull flames into the aire, which 
entred into the Sea fourty faddame, makir,oc 
all the water thereabour ſo extreame hor, as it 
melted the pitch and rofine wherewith the Fi- 
ſhers botes were pitched. 

The heat of this burning water was ſuch,as 
it ſcalded and killed all the fiſhe neere therea- 
bouts, ſo that aboundance of fiſhe of all ſortes 

was found dead many dayes after. 

From this mountaine alſo there tumbled 
downe to the Sea-lide, beeingdiſtante from 
thencealcagueand a halfe three mighty great 
ſtones, one of them being 25.faddom in com- 
paſſe, and with a woondertull violence threw 
LT into the Sea fiftic faddame at the 
caſt, 

The hill being in this ſort quite conſumed, 
the ſecond of Auguſtnext following there rai- 
ned downe fc of the aire, as it had beene 
whole ſhewers of blacke aſhes , like guripow- 
der in bigneſſe, which ſpoiled and conſumed 
all the Corne;graffe, and vines in the whole 
countrey about. | 

After this, namclie the fourth of Auguſt, it 
raineu againe great ſtore of white aſhes in the 
Cirtic,the ſtreets being ſo thicke couered ther- 

' withas the NT_ not trauaile about 
_ wary wr neſſe. ern after 

:to wit,the fourth of September folowing 
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other Rxangeand wonderfull ſights, as-name- 
; Sy anmee men to thenumber (asa man;would 
hadethought)of 40000, enc fighting aganſte 
another in moſt cruell & bloudie maner, with 
ſuch tearefull thundering, and terrible lightc- 
ning, 'as-the like-was neuer heard nor ſcen be- 
tore. The people ſecing theſe ſtrange fightes, 
and fearcful wonders, called to God for mer. 
cie : repented of their ſinnes, and inſtantlye 
bcloughtthe Lotd that he would mat enter in- 
to-iudgementwith them, nor puniſh cthemac, 
cording to theixdeſertes ; whichedone,,.the 
Lord in mercy withdrew his plagues ,.and pu- 
niſhmentes; (meſſengers of hiswrath.) from 
therg,and receiped them to mercie. Thus baſt 
thou heard courteous Reader , the truc narra- 
tion of the wonderfalliudgrmenres; of God 
2gainſt this people. The Lord giue borh them 
and vsall grace, to make profite of them , and 
toamend our liues, tharwe.may altogether in
